But let us change the Scene, and behold a more 
delightful Profpect, the Greauth of the Principles of 
Liberty in Charch and State, after the Revolution was 
eftablifhed,.and the Prince of Orange fixed upon the 
Throne; or rather, afier King James’s Death, and 
the Settlement of the Crown upon the prefent Royal 
Kamily : For tho’ che Revolution was effected, yet the 
Principles of Liberty did not grow up all at once, and 
in all Places ; becaufe that being xanatura/, nothing 
lefs than a Miracle could produce. ‘Thefe Principles 
increafed among the Laity firlt, as was reafonable to 
expect, and made but a flow Progrefs among the Clergy, 
till one of their own Order, (now one of the highett 
Dignitaries, and greateft Ornaments of the Church of 
England) entered thoroughly into the Argument, and 
wrote more and better for Civil and Religious Liberty, 
than all the Clergymen fince the Reformation: There 
were, indeed, feveral excellent Treatifes on the fame 
ubjeét, wrote by Laymen, as Mr. Locke and others, 
foon after the Revolution, which did great Service : 
But even Mr. Locke himfelf did not fully underiland the 
Principles of Liberty ; for he was puzzled about zatura/ 
Rights, and afferted the Neceflity and Reafonablene!s 
of /urrendering or giving up fome of them into the Hands 
of the Ciwil Power ; which is abfolutely falfe, and 
perfectly abfurd: But he was mifled by Hodées and 
others, (who had talk’d as awildly about the State of 
Nature as they had reprefented it,) and fo did not clearly 
fee what natural Rights were ; tho’ without feeing them 
clearly, ‘tis impoflible to write wellon Religion, Morals, 
or Polisicks; as 1 will thew very foon. But the Rev. 
Prelate, whom [ have mentioned, went to the Bottom 
of the Argaments relating to The common Rights of Sub- 
je&i, and convinced more Clergymen by his cool, decent, 
and flrong way of Reafoning, shan any Layman, or 
perhaps any Number of Laymen, sho’ of equal Abilities, 
could have done ; for fo it is, that Rea/on aloe will not 
always prevail with Men. A Layman might have been 
fufpeéted of being in an Interelt difinc? from, and 
oppofite to the Clergy; and fo the fame Regard and At- 
tention would not have been paid to him, nor perhaps 
one Book of his réad, where there have been a Hun- 
dred of the others; and, they have been read too with 
very good Effect { for I may jultly fay, that he has 
been the great Apofi/e and Converter of the Clergy to the 
Principles of the Revalution, and to Sentiments ot Liberty. 
worthy of Men and Chriitians. Long may the 
Great and Good Man live to enjoy the Reward of his 
Labours fo beneficial to his Country; for, as I verily 


believe, there are 20 Clergymen in the Intereft of Liber- 


ty toone before the Revolution, fo I alio believe, that 
his Writings have greatly contributed towards the 
€. 
ae befides his Writings, there have been Thoufands 
of Books, Pamphlets, journals, and Papers, wrote 
with great Force of Argument, and publifh’d with the 
fame View: To the Impreflions of thefe Baoks, the 
Clergy are open as well as other Men; they read, they 
think, and are as able to form a Judgement as the 
Laity ; nor can they refit the Power of their own 
Reafon more than we, unlefs they apprehend, that 
they have an Intereft to carry on, founded upon the 
Diftrudtion of Reafon. But whatever they may have 
thought, or however they may have been milled, I 
believe they begin to difcern, that they can have no 
Intereft in this Kingdom again{t Liberty for, if they 
look about them, they will fee a Family upon the 
Throne, whofe Minds are flored with Principles of 
Liberty ; and who are fixed and determined in Supporting 
of them: They will fee a People, from the highett 
Nobility down to the leweft Members 
Clud, thoroughly inftruéted in the common Rights of 
Subjeétss jealous of the leaft Incroachments upon them, 
and refolved to defend them againtt all Sorts of {nvaders, 
but efpecially Ecclefiaftical Invaders, whom they view 
with the utmoft Contempt and Scorn : They will fee, 
(I mean the Dignified Men among the Clergy) that the 
Tories, thofe old Champions tor the Church, infult and 
abufe them, only becaufe they are in the Intereit of

Hands, that Share of Ecclefaftical Power which the 
have left: And they will alfo fee a Spirit in the Lene 
lature ready to enquire into Church-Fines, Tythesy 
Spiritual Courts, Sc. fo that if they are Wife, they 
will fee, that their Jnteref lies in clofing with the Whigs, 
and being entirely for Liberty in Church and State; for 
they can preferye themfelves only by keeping within 
the Bounds of Reajon; or, at leaft, by never attem pt- 
ing the Increafe of Power. 

"T'1s in vain, therefore, (for I am their Friend, and 
will tell them fuch Truths as they may not hear from 
any other Man) to fet up for Jndependent Power; or, 
to featter fuch Dofrines over the Kingdom as tend to 
puxzle the Minds and confound the Underitandings of 
the common People, that they may implicitly depend 
upon them; for even the common People are Proof 
againit shefe Doétrines ; and Gentlemen of all Deno- 
minations, laugh at them. They. now difcern, that 
Religion is only Obedience to the Will of God, and that 
the Will of God can be nothing elfe but the Happinefi of 
Men, which confifts in the Practice of wxiverfal Virtues 
and therefore they will not depend upon any Man, or 
Set of Men for their Salvation. The Butinefs, then, 
of the Clergy, is to preach the Gofpel, pradtife Virtue, 
and be Content with their prefent, happy Situation. 
Happy indeed! and which no Man, who loves the 
Protperity of the Kingdom, will envy them, while 
they preach the Doétrines of Wi/dom and Virtue, adorn 
their high Profeffion, by living in Obedience to thote

Yoflerday came in the Mail due from Holland. 
The States of Lower Auitria having opened theit 
Affembly on the 28th ult. the Emperor repair’d thither 


with the ufual Formality, and the following Speech was 


made to them in his Name by the Count de Sailern, 
Vice-Chancellor of the Court. 


* His Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, Em- 
, sere of the Romans, King of both Spains, Hungary, 
* Bohemia, Archduke of Auftria, &c. heartily greets 
‘ his moft faithful States, compofed of the Prelates, 
* Lords, Gentlemen, Cities and Diftri®&s of his Arch- 

dutchy on this Side of the Ens, and is glad to fee fo 
great a Number of them afiembled in this prefer 

Dyet. 

* Tho’ the prefent Circumftances of Affairs feem to 
* promife us fome Tranquillity, neverthelefs they ate 
‘ not yet in fo fure a Train, as to difpetife With rt- 
‘ cruiting and compleating the Trdops which his Im- 
* perial Majefty has on Foot, or to neglect thé Prefer- 


vation of the military Eftablifiments, which, addéd 
to other Circumftances, demand {uch Ex as 
his Imperial Majefty is not able to defray, without 
the Affiftance of his faithful States. | 
* As the faid States have, upon all Occafiohs, given 
authentick Proofs of their Zeal and their natural 
Fidelity, his Imperial Majefty promifes hiinfelf, that, 
in the prefent Juncture they will not fail to give frefh 
Proofs of it. wo 
‘ His Imperial Majefty, therefore, has thought fic 
to lay before his faithful States the Memorial of his 
Demands hereunto annexed, wherein they will fe 
clearlyall that he defigns ; and confidering the various 
Incidents that may happen, they will find by it how 
neceflary it is; that in the prefent Situation of Affairs, 
they fhould take a fpeedy and proper Refolution, in 
order to haften and confirm the Peace which is fo de- 
firable, and, by Confequence, the Good of théir 
Country: Wherefore his Imperial Majefty, Sc.’ 
The Count de Harrach, the Marthal of the Country> 
— the following Anf{wer to it in the Name Of the 
tates. 

Moft Serene and Potent Emperor, &c. 

‘ The moft humble and moft faithful States of 
‘ the Archdutchy of Auftria, on this Side of the Ens, 
‘ render his Imperial Majeity moft humble Thanks, 
‘ for having been pleafed to-call them together in a 
* Dyet, and to be prefent at it in Perfon. 
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Oh: They-ate Yolly fenSble of che important Motives 

¢ which require, that the Troops may be put into @ 
¢ compleat Condition, and that this is thie fureitand mott 
* effeétual Means to re-eftablifh a General Tranquillity in 
* Europe, and to reap the Fruits of a Peace fo much de- 
‘ fired : Therefore your Imperial Majetty’s moft Loyal 
© @entes-will-not-failto-exert- their utmoil for fulfilling 
~ * your Imperial Majetly’s Withes, by taking your 
* [Imperial Majefty’s Demands into fpeedy Confidera- 
¢ tion, and by laying their Refolution before you on 
* that Head, &c.’ 

Befides the 600,000 Florins, which the States furnifh 

the Emperor with every Year, tis faid his Imperial 
Majefty demands of them an extraordinary Supply of 
160,000 Florins, and 200,000 Florins by Way of 
Loan, upon the Bank of Vienna. 
- Letters from Petersburg mention the great Joy there 
for the Succefs of the Negotiations at Vienna, between 
the Minifters ef the Emperor and France; and that 
they have received from Stockholm, the exchanged 
Ratification of the Treaty lately renewed with the 
Crown of Sweden. ‘*Tis obferveable, that there are 
two feparate Articles added to it, the fecond of which 
concerns the Republick of the United Provinces, and 
yuns thus : . 

« Whereas in the Year 1702, fome private Men in 

¥ Holland advanced 750,000 Dutch Florins to the late 
¢ King Charles XII. of glorious Memory, under the 
* Guaranty of the States General, and upon the Mort- 
ge of the Cui »ms at Riga, of which Debt the 
rown of Sweden has already paid a confiderable 
‘© Part; but there flill remains another Part to be dif- 
* charged, both of Principal and Intereft: And as her 
* Imperial Majefty of Ruflia has declared her Difpofi- 
* tion to take the Debt upon herfelf, and intirely to 
* pay off the remaining Creditors, provided that there 
‘ x delivered, on the Part of his Swedifh Majefty, a 
* Specification and exact Account of what is itill due 
* from the Crown of Sweden to the Dutch, for the en- 
“ tire Difcharge of the faid Debt: Therefore it is con- 
* cluded and agreed between the two contracting Par- 
* ties, that the Remainder of this Debt, both of Prin- 
* cipal and Intereft, fhall be paid by her Imperial Ma- 
‘ jeity of Ruflia, to the faid Holland Creditors; and 
~ that they fhall be by her fully fatisfied upon this Head, 
* in fuch manner that the Crown of Sweden is thereby 
* abfolutely difcharged from any further Demand con- 
* cerning the Claim.of the faid Debt. Moreover, her 
* Imperial Majefty of Ruflia engages, by the prefent 
¢ Article, to caufe the original Writing and Obliga- 
+ tion drawn up with Regard to the faid Debt, to be 
* delivered up to his Swedifh Majefty and the Crown 
* of Sweden.’ 

The Letters from Petersburg add, that they have

to give her frefh Affurances of his Defire to maintain a 
‘good Underftanding with her, and alfo to offer her a 
_geafonable Satisfaction for the Damage done by the lait 
Incurfion of the Crim Tartars upon the Frontiers of 
Roffia. Her Imperial Majefty has, upon this News, 
Gountermanded the Troops that were marching towards 
Tartary. 

Some. Advices from Turkey fay, that the Ottoman 
Porte has ient a full Power to the Bafhaw of Erzerum, 
to conclude a Peace, on any Terms whatfoever, with

_ the Polith Lords that were inclin'd to come to him.

Be this as it will, it appears by 
a Letter feen at Genoa, from a Perfon of Diikinétion.at 
the Court of Madrid, that their Catholick Majefties, 
and efpecially the Queen, do not feem at all pl 
with the Preliminaries. 

There are Advices from Italy, that tho” the Sufpen- 
fions of Atms is not yet publithed among the Sardinian 
Troops, they neverthelefs obferve it. “Tis reported, 
that the Marfhal de Noailles will repair to the King of 
Sardinia from his Quarters at Cremona, to try if he 
can engage that Prince to accede to the Preliminaries of 
Peace fign’d at Vienna, betwixt the Emperor and 
France; and there's another Report, which a little 
Time will fet in a clear Light, viz. That the Emperor 
intends to declare the Duke of Lorain Governor of the 
Milanefe, the Mantuan, and the Dutchies of Parma 
and Placentia. 

They add, that the Duke of Montemar has removed 
all the choice Furniture, &c. of the Palaces of Parma 
and Placentia, into Places of Security, and has carried 
away all the Cannon he found at Parma with the Arms 
of France ; that he has put numerous Garifons mto 
both thofe Towns, together with the Artillery, Am- 
munitions and Provifions he brought from the Po ; and 
and that the reft of the Spanifh ‘Troops are continuing 
their March towards the Great Dutchy of Tufcany, in 
order to fecure Leghorn, Porto Ferrato, &c. from any 
manner of Surprize. *Tis obferved, that fince the 
Ceffation of Hoftilities, the Imperial: and French Offi- 
cers wear green and blue Cockades, as a Token of their 
Union. 

They expe&t 42 Squadrons of the Imperial Troops 
to oe Aen "his Crake in the Auftrian Netherlands. 
The States of Holland and Weft Friefland are adjour- 
ned to the 16th Inftant. The State of the War for 
next Year was carried, on the 19th Inftant, by the 
Council of State in a Body, to the Affembly of the 
Chamber of the States General, who are about fending 
Copies thereof immediately to the refpetive Provinces, 
for their Approbation. ‘The Council of the Senators 
at Warfaw feparated on the 24th ult. The Palatine of 
‘Volhinia has left the Party at Koningsberg, and gone 
and made his Submiffion to King Auguftus. 

Monday lait the Rev. Dr. Sterne was inftalled (by 
Proxy) Precentor of the Cathedral of York, Archdea- 
con of Cleveland, and Prebendary of Driffield, having 
fome time ago been made a Canon Refidentiary. 

Yefterday Se’nnight died Mr. Taylor, an eminent 
Attorney of that City, who had acquired a handfome 
Fortune with a fair Character. 

The fame Day died Captain Wickham, who was a 
Naval Officer in the Reign of Queen Anne.
